i U.S. Official Says 

Reds May Stop 
Guerrilla Tactics

SAIGON, Jan. 6 (UPI>-A 
United States military 
spokesman warned today 
that the war in South Viet- 
Nam appears to be entering 
a new and dangerous phase. 

He said recent battles, cap- 
tured documents and broad 
casts by Hanoi Radio in North 
Viet-Nam indicated the Viet 
Cong had launched its long 
dreaded experiment in fight- 
ing bigger and longer battles. 

If true it would indicate the 
Viet Cong felt id. had won its 
guerrilla war and now was 
strong enough to test the 
South Vietnamese in pitched 
battle, and attack and try to 
hold towns for days in what 
the Reds caU a prelude to vie 
tory. 

Four Battles Cited 

The American spokesman 
cited four battles— An Lao, 
Soc Trang, Da Dua and Binh 
jGia — as examples of Com- 
i munist willingness to stand 
and fight. He called the battle 
at Binh Gia, 40 miles south 
of Saigon, the biggest, longest, 
toughest and best-coordinated 
Communist campaign he could 
recaU.

heavily armed than the South 
Vietnamese units they face. 

He estimated Viet Cong 
strength at somewhere be- 
tween 28,000 and 34,000 men 
— enough to experiment with 
new tactics and learn whether 
they can face government 
units on an equal basis over 
a period of several days. 

So far, he said, the fighting 
at Birth Gia has cost govern- 
ment forces 200 dead, 190 
wounded and 65 missing 
against reports of 140 dead 
Communists. The battle still 
may not be over. 

This drawn-out battle was 
the fourth which confirmed 
captured documents express- 
ing Red hopes for escalating 
the civil war beyond the hit- 
and-run stage, according to 
the spokesman. 

The spokesman said the Viet 
Cong forces around Binh Gia 
only recently had marched 
Into surrounding Phuoc Tuy 
Province, a sparsely populated 
region of swams, rubber lanta- 
tions and a few rice paddies. 

"Evidence shows they prol> 
ably intend to stay and contest 
the Province," he said. Thus 
far the struggle had been 
favorable for the enemy, but 
3000 government troops still 
searched the area in hope of 
bringing the Communists to 
battle, he said. 

A U.S. Army enlisted crew- 
man was wounded by ground 
fire in Phuoc Tuy yesterday 
while flying in one of 30 
helicopters carrying search 
troops. That search failed to 
uncover any guerrillar and 
only two were seen today. Both 
were captured, the first Com- 
munist prisoners taken since 
the campaign began on Dec. 28. 

The spokesman said the Viet 
Cong obviously had moved a 
regimental headquarters into 
Phuoc Tuy Province where 
there were no Red troops be- 
fore November. The Province 
is ideal for the guerrillas, he 
said, because of the jungle 
which covers their hiding 
places.
